THE SITUATION IN EGYPT. 


In yesterday’s issue we gave the first portion 

of M. de Guerville’s article in the current 

; number of the ‘Fortnightly Review” on the 

situation in Egypt. M. de Guerville’s conclu- 
sions are as follows ; 

Those who know the real situation in Egypt 
can easily understand how almost the whole 
population, with the exception of an insignifi- 
cant minority, are satisfied ‘and desire no 
change. It is enough to compare the present 
state of the country—even rapidly and superfi- 
cially—with that existing in 1882, to perceive 
the perfect satisfaction of all classes and the 
greatness of the work achieved by England; and 
the more profoundly this question is studied, 
the greater the admiration that must be accord- 
ed to Lord Cromer and to all those who during 
the past twenty-five years have worked under 
his orders at the regeneration of Egypt. 

The situation of that country in 1882 may 

| be briefly summed up in the following manner 

The Government was then in the hands ofa 
band of rebels, at the head of whom was the 
cowardly and worthless colonel, Arabi. The 
exchequer was empty; Egypt, owed (almost 
entirely to Europe) nearly five millions ster- 
ling. The revenue was insufficient to pay the 
‘interest on her debts, or éven to meet the ex- 


penses of government The public works were 


all in such a state of neglect and disuse’as to 
be no longer of any service, Commerce was 
paralysed and industry at the last gasp. The 
fellaheen, to whose labour Egypt owes her 
agricultural wealth, had stopped working, for, 
left at the mercy of the Pashas, who extorted 
from them everything possible down to the 
last farthing, they died of hunger, whether 
they worked or not, ? 

If we add that their leaders told the unfor- 
tunate people that their all these

Egypt’s prosperity is now well known to the 
world at large.

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EGYPT IN PARLIAMENT. 
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MR, ROBERTSON AND CONSCRIPTION. 


(Gazette's Special Service.) 


Lonpon, Friday. 

Mr. J. M Robertson, M P., asked Sir Edward 
Grey last night in the House of Commons 
whether, in view of the fact that the 
system of conscription at present prevailing 
in the Egyptian Army, with its exemption from 
military service by means of parchase, led to 
the enrolment of unwilling reornits in the 
army, would not the Government advise the 
establishment of paid military service ¢ 

The Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affsirs, in reply to Mr. Robertson, said 
that Lord Cromer, in the reports which 
had heen cited, had given some reisons why 
the abolition of the present syatem of conacrip- 
tion would be inexpedient. The existing 
conditions in Egypt rendered it impossible to 
intredace a system similar to that’ prevailing 
in tha case of the Britih Army. However, as 
would be seen in the Report of Lord Cromer, 
the subject continnes to receive attention. 

FATHY BEY ZAGHLOUL’S 
APPOINTMENT. : 

Mr. Dillon, M. P, qnestioned Sir Edward 
Grey in regard to the sppoiotment of Fathy 
Bey Zighloul as Under Secretary of State 
to the Ministry of Jastice, Sir Edward, in reply, 
said that there was no necessity for the 
British Government to exercise any  inter- 
ference in the promotion of that cfiicial. 


THE BANK OF EGYPT. 


STEADY EXPANSION. 

A dividend of 6 per cent. for the half-year, 
making 10 per cent. for the year, anda bonus 
of 8 per cent., together rqnal to 20s. per share, 
was recommended in the report presented at the 
20th ordinary meeting of thie company, held at 
the cffi-e*, 26, Old Broad street this day week.

THE SGYPTIAN GAZaTTR; 
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EGYPTIAN GOTTON IN AMERICA. 


A LARGE AND GROWING DEMAND. 


Another instance of the increasing apprecia- 
tion of the value of Egyptian cotton in variou- 
parts of the world is to be found in the succéss- 
fal manner in which these varieties are now 
competing with American yarn in America 
itself. Mr. D.C. Roper has presented a report 
to the Department of Commerce and Labour 
at Washington on the supply and distribotion 
of cotton, home and foreign grown, in the 
United States for the year ending August 81 
last, and one of the most significant statistioa 
tables accompanying the report is that showing 
the enormous increase since 1890 in the impor- 
tation of Egyptian cotton for Awerican mills. 

Oaly a little over 10,000 5001b. bales were 
reqnired at American mills in 1899; while by 
1906 the quantity imported reached 105,697 
bales. From Peru in 1890 only 608 bales of 
cotton were imported. Last year the total 
was 6397 bales. This growing demand for 
Egyptian and Peravian cotton is due to its 
increasing use in the mannfactare of yarns 
for thread and knit goods; and owing to the 
high price of woo!, as-a substitate for wool, 
in the manafactore of woollen goods. As the 
production ef cotton in Egypt is not keeping 
pace with thie growing demand from English 
aod American mille, efforts are being made 
in the United States and in Soath Ameérics 
and also in Iodis, to grow a fibre with the 
same characteristics from seed imported from 
Egypt. - | 

Apparently to prevent the idea from gaining 
groond that Bryptiao cotton is replacing the 
American grown staple, Mr. Roper explains 
that ‘it cannot be considered as an important 
rival of the apland staple of America, as the 
greatest demand for it isin the manufactare 
of fabrics requiring a smooth fiuish and a silky 
lustre.” 

The ‘ Times” correspondent at Calcutta states 
that’ the Egyptian cotton in Sind has been so 
setious'y ravaged by bollworm that the yield is 
only one fif-h of that expected. The quantity is 
excellent, and high prices have been obtained 
at auction, the total amount realized being 13 
lakhs (£10,01 0).

ALEXANDRIA’S NEW HOTEL. 


~ INAUGURATION TO-MORROW. 


It ia a corious fact that though palatial and 
loxurious hotels are to be found throughout 


Ezypt and even in the subarbs of Alexandria, 


the port itself is singolarly deficient in similar 
first-class houses of accommodation, But in the 
Savoy Palace Hotel, which opens its doors to- 
morrow, the pablio will find a hostelry which 
will Compare most advantageously wih the 
best of thore in Cairo and in Upper Egypt. It 
was only some seven mon'hs ago that this 
handsome house in Rosetta street, built some 
three years since for the late Baron Cumbo, 
was acquired by the Palace Hotels Company 
of Egypt, and within that time they have made 
such additions and stractaral alterations that 
now somé 180 rooms are ready for immediate 
acenpation. The former handsome fag ide of the 
house with its marb'e balconies and ornamen- 
tations have been left practically unaltered ; 
bnt two great wings have been added at the 
back and the space between them has been 
transformed into a lofty and very spacious 
winter garden with a high glass domed roof, 
which as a lounge will prove one of the 
great attractions of the hotel. Oo the same 
gioand fi sor and leading from the wiater garden 
are the handsome reading and billiard rooms 
on the left; and on the right is the fire 
restaurant, which occupies ths entire ground 


floor of the right wiag. This restaurant is of 


very noble proportions and fice scheme of 
ducoration, its elaborately moalded osiling is 
itadded with electric lights, and enormous 
gilt electroliers also spring from the snow: 
white panels of the walls. A handsome crimson 
cerpet covers the parqaet fluor, and the high 
atand of palms in the oentra of the room 
surrounded by the numberless emall tables 
with their dainty fittings give it a delightfal 
air of comfort and wall-being. The walls of the 
winter garden are also of snowy whiteness, 
pms and flowers and the pretty colouted 
cene farnitore sapplyivg tho requisite relief of 
ovloar. 

Ou the same floor, bat looking out upon 
Rosetta-street, is the ladies’ dalightfal drawing 
rcom dajintily farnished in Louis XVI. atyle 
with tapestried farnitare, mirrors and pictares, 
the dominant tone ot colour being a reatfal 
green. The bar is also situated at the front of 
the honse on the level of ths street, and the 
awwal offises of the management, toilette rooms 
both for ladies and gentlemen, are algo on the 
ground floor.
